Injured by the reduction of the tariff bill of 
May, 1833, and Is now further threatened 
with total destruction by tbe reduction of 
twenty per cent as proposed by the Morrison 
tariff bill just reported to the house of repre 
sentatives by Its committee of wa)d and 
means; therefore, belt 


Resolved, That we, thtf wool growers in 


conventibn assembled, are opposed to tbe 
provisions of iHe Morrison bill now before 
congress, wblch aims to make a further re- 
duction of twenty per cent on foreign wools
